| spevie in our forelgn exchange, [t Iz not won-
derful, thon, that cotton is regarided as o pro-
duct of great importance, and that in the futurs,
a8 in the past, it s expecind to ocoupy & promi-
pent position in eur industrial apd commerciul
statistics,

Much speculation exlsts ns to tho probable
erop of 1866, Bome look for & orop of thiee
millions of bales, whils others ngaln are far
more wodernte In their estimate, placing the
{ prospective crop at a millien or a million and »
| :llf. Thege diferénces of opimlon arise 1row
the diterent views entertaned touchine the
L prodective voiue of free and stuvas labor, Some

ink that the ireedman will pe more effeciive
than fhe slaye a8 an agricultural producer,
while otoers fmagine that be will be almos
worthless,

On tirs subject we have been favored with
gomo culounlations, made by uw keen statlsion)
mend ot ours, whioch wo think wre well worthy
ol bewe seriously pondered, The date caunor
certamly be questioned, nod all of our rondors
are ut liberty to judge for rthemasolves ol the con-
slusions arrived nt, If the dgures and dedue
tions which we are aboul w offer tend in any
wanner to bavimonize comwesroe, and check the
wild mania of hasardous speculatlon, our aum
will be accompiished,

Numerons correspondents, who appear to be
interested ia lowering the price of cotton now
held by the producers of the South, eoolly stats
that al the uegroes have gous w work with
energy, and that conssquently the cotton crop
of the present year cunnot be less than 2,600,000
or 59,000,000 bales, DPersons who mnke such
glatcments cannot have visited the outskirts of
this and vther Southern cities, whers negroes by
thousnuds congregate, and ara living in com-

ive idlewrss and destitution, There are 1n
. esent not less than 75,000 necro
men and women, who have drifted hither lrom
tho rural distrieta in  erder to enjoy the
imaginary esse wod pleasure of eity lie. A
almilar story may L told of every eity and town
from the " Potomac o the Rio Grande, and the
total number thus drawn away frow agricultursl
employments s mderd enormous, -

According to our friend's statistical table there
were about 4,000,000 sigves in the Sputh at the
gommencement of the war, It was the costom
in ancient times to estimate one-tenth of every
pation or tribe pe warriors, or persons capable of
bearing arma, Taking this us a basis of esleuln
tion, there were at the begianing of the war
400,000 negro men batween the azes of eehieen
and forty-tive yoears, OF that mumber, 200,000
ealerced the army of the United States, but the
sword and dircase veducrd thelr ranks to 100,000,
Bince the cloge of the war many of these have
been disbanded and gene Lo the North and Weat,
The remainder ureé in the army still. Of the
200,000 who aid not ealist, some perished in the
Confedernte service while engaged 1 erecting
forts nnd digeine trenches; 100,000 are now to
be tound in towns and villages throughout the
Bouth, cmployed on board of steambnats, in
hotels, or Fla_\luu the poart of Independent freed-
men. Of the palance, 25,000 removed into the
Btates where cotton 18 pot proauced, and 756,000
reruained at home on the old plantations, #nd
mogt of them may now be lound in (he leld at
work.

Turning to the opposite sex, we find 400,000
het cen the nges ol eighteen and forty-five
years, And bhow shall we sccount tor them?
Go, ink-shedding Bohewmlan, to the coast of Caro-
ling and Georgin, Follow the truin of Geueral
Bherman's grand march from the sea to Atlanta,
Go to Mobile, Nashwviile, Memphis, Vieksburg,
Bavannuh, Jackson, Baton Rouge, Monroe,
Shreveport, Alexandria, and this citv. Visit
the graveyards in our towns and villages, and
ask who slecp there. It will be easy to sccount
for the disapoearance of 100,000 negero women —
oor, ignorant creatures, wha leit their homes

o follow trivmphant armies, but perished of cold,
hunger, and fatigne ere the bliss of freedom be-
came theirs, We are speaking now of grown-up
women., The children who followed them tall
by the wayside, sud slumber in unmarkesd, un.
congccrated graven, To seek guaramteas for their
promised freedom, 25,000 have gone North, Bast,
aod West, and 125,000 are nbout towns, eltfes,
and villkees, washing, cooking, or following far
less creditable occcupationa. This would leave
160,000 efleciive femule laborers in the rural dis-
tricts. (1 boys and girls between the ages of
ten and eighteen years, there are, perhaps,
120,000, bsil of whom are cither embployed or
are lowtering wbout towns and villages, We
huve, therelore, of nvailable cotton rajsers:—

We must now take into eonsideration the
aumbes of white persons who will devole their
attention to cotton ralsing. I[a the cotton States

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mencoment of the war, who, It so inchned,
might huve devoted thelr attention to the rais-
ing of cotton. Of this number 100,000 have
been killed or disabled during the war, hut their
piaces have to sowe extent been supplied by the
K:')gwlh of boys, We think that 1t would by n
e estimate lo allow 200,000 white laborers
 for the cotton@flelds during the presont geason,
If 80, we have o telnl eflective lorce of 455,000
cotion raisers,

The next question is, how much cotion can
we rcaronably expect (o be rased per haud ¢
Btatistios show that io 1840, with aloreas of 600,000
Iaborers, our crop was 1,800,000 bales, or throe

gs por hand, When the luboring force
doubled between 1550 and 1850, the erop proved
10 be 4,500,000 bales, equal Lo 3] bales per hand,
| 'What, theqn, sha'1 be our sstimate for the present
year? We must remember thut there is a dearcity
of stock aud asgricultural lmplements; thst
fences, gin-houses, and habitations need repa'r;
that food must be provided; that much or the
rich cotton lands along the Mississippl are not

et redeemed from ove:flow by tho rebutiding of
roken levees, Our dependenee for & oron must
rert chilefly upon the highland farms, whieh are
less preduct.ve than those of the lowlanda.
All things couslderod, we cannot expect more
than three bales per hand, which would yield
1,400,000 bales in &ll. Now, il It be contended
t this estimate is below the mark, the roader
will \;Ieua remember that we have made no
oaloulation for the labor which must necessarily
be devoted to ether cropa—gugar, tobacco, and
rice, for instance—nor of that whickh will be
turned to meckanics and stock ralging, Thess
emp'oyments will certpinly absorh gl that re-
mains of the physical, Inboring power which
the Southern Sintes oan ot prosent boast, With
all these facts before us it would be yaln to ex-
pect & cotton erop of more than a milllon aud &
f of bales,

Let not the commermsl and manufscturing
wotld be dedelyed by the loose enleulations ot
Freedmen’s Buresus, or lnteregsted speculators,
Nor will M do 10 base an wrgument on ine
smount on hund at the close of the war—that

as made up trom the savings sud hdings
iu ing five long years from tbe torchman and
the plunderer. The few ba cs that the planter
now has he should not sacritios at existing
rater. He need mot be frightened by a nighe-
mare crop of three milllon bales. No #uch erop
l 11 be uced elther this vear or noxt, Whae
will be raised In 1808 wo will not pretend to sav.
Uit js enough at present o know that wo cannot
. # crop exceeding 1,500,000 bules this year,
nd ps the demand tor our staple will ba much
gren' or than the aupply, the prioe will pssuredly
